Augusta, Ga. He also underwent 
emergency surgery for ileitis in 
1956, and he had a minor stroke 
in 1957. He spent three weeks at 
Walter Reed Hospital last May 
for 
treatment 
of 
an arthritic 
condition. 
Schulz noted that Eisenhower, 
a fiv e-star general, has checked 
in at Walter Reed from time to 
time ov er the y ears for a phy si­ 
cal 
checkup.

stay * sometimes hav e been an­ 
nounced, and sometimes they 
hav e not been. 
Schulz said Eisenhower was 
driv en to the hospital in a pri­ 
v ate car — not an ambulance — 
from his office at Getty sburg 
College.
